UPHOLD NEBRASKA TRUST LAW 


Briefs of Standard Oil Company Attor- 


neys Stricken From Files 


Lincoln, Neb., May 17—The Supreme 


court today ordered that the briefs of 
attorneys for the Standard Oil company 
be stricken from the files for 'the reason 
that "they contain improper and offen- 
sive implications" toward the court. 


The court also sustained the demurrer 


of the Attorney General to the petition 
of the Standard Oil company. 


This, in effect, upholds the constitu- 


tionality of the Nebraska anti trust law 
and advances th'e suit, wtiieh is one to 
disbar the company from the state, to 
the point where the court will take tes- 
timony to prove that the Standard Oil 
company is a trust.

Claims That Milwaukee County Has Been 


Mulcted by Justices. 


Milwaukee, May 17 — It has just been 


discovered through an investigation that 
ttundreds of il'egal commitments have 
been made to the county jail during the 
past two ysars, with the result that the 
county treasury has been mulcted . to 
the tune of thousands of dollars for 
Which it received no return in labor of 
the prisoners. 


On the other hand, the sheriff and 


several justices and constables have run 
up bills which makes their offices well 
worth the attention of the occupants. 
The law provides that all prisoners con- 
victed of misdemeanors must, be sen- 
tenced to the house of correction, where 
the county receives some return for its 
expenditure, for keeping them, in labor 
in the shops of that institution. But it 
is found that certain justices have been 
committing vagrants, drunka and others 
to the jail, in direct violation of the law.

PHILIPPINE WAR 


IS NEARLY OVER 


No Evidence Before the Board Yet 


. That the Railway Companies are

COLONEL HARLOW 


CALLED BY DEATH 


WAS A BROTHER TO E. G. HAR- 


LOW OF JANESVILLE. 


Died at His Residence in Highland Park 


Aged Sixty-Nine Years— Mayor of 
Pekin for One Year -Was Promin- 
ent Man in the Political Field of 
Illinois. 


Colonel George H. Harlow, brother of 


E. Or. Harlow of this city, diec at his 
residence in Highland Park, aged sixty- 
nine years. Mr. Harlow was borri at 
Sacket Harbor, N. T;, in 1830, and re- 
moved to Tazewell county, Illinois, in 
1854, where he engaged in business as a 
commission merchant. He was mayor 
of Pekin for one term, and in I860 ; he 
was one of seven to organize the Union 
League of America, a patriotic secret 
organization 
sworn to 
preserve the 


Union. 


In 1862 he enlisted in the army, but 


at the request of Governor Yates he re- 
mained at home and continued his effec- 
tive work in theUnion league. He became 
a factor in state politics, and in 1865 he 
.was made'first assistant secretary of the 
state senate, which position' he' relin- 
quished to become private secretary to 
Governor -Oglesby. .He also .served as 
inspector general "on the 
governor's 


stuff and had charge of the troops as 
they w^re mustered out. 


Ho served as assistant secretary of 


state from 1869 to 1 873, and as secre- 
tary of state from 1873 to 1876. 
"While 


in Springfield he performed the duties 
of city editor- of ;the' State ; Journal while 
serving 
the state. 
He 
removed to 


Chicago in 1881, where he was engaged 
in the commission and real-estate busi 
ness. He retired several years ago on 
account of ill health and removed to 
Highland Park. 


Mr. Harlow was also a. brother of 


John B. Hailow. civil service commis- 
sion nnd real-estate business. 
He re- 


njoved to Chicago in 1881. where he 
was engaged in the commission and real- 
estate business.

He then presented a state- 
ment showing the receipts and expend- 
itures of the various states, including 
Georgia, Missouri, and Massachusetts. 
They were in every instance less than 
those of Cuba. "These expenditures in 
Cuba," said Mr. Bacon, "are so much 
larger in proportion than 
those of 


many states that, even if there.were 
no rumors of extravagance and fraud 
and corruption in connection with

Mr. Bacon, declared that one of the 
prominent officials in Cuba had used
